EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to applicant's amendment/persuasive arguments, see the 
remarks on pgs. 7-11, filed on 2/26/09, the art rejection for claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 10-18 has been 
withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 10-18 are allowable. 



35 use §101 

2. Regarding claim 1, and the corresponding dependent claims depending from claim 1, 
falls under one of the four statutory categories of invention. Claim 1 falls under a statutory 
"process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 as tied to transforming a particular article to a different state or 
thing. This is referred to as the "fransformation test", whereby the recitation of a fransformation 
of an article impose meaningfiil limitations on the claim's scope to impart patent-eligibility (See 
Benson, 409 U.S. at 71-72), and the involvement of the transformation must not merely be 
insignificant extra-solution activity (See Flook, 437 U.S. at 590"). In this instance it is clear, that 
within claim 1, the limitations claim data that represents a physical object or substance 
("multispecfral image data"), the data is modified by the process in a meaningful or significant 
manner ("processing of the data" comprises numerous steps such as "providing start estimates; 
estimating mixing proportions", etc), and meaningfiil and significant external, non-data depiction 
of a physical object or substance is produced ("multidimensional simplex having a number of 
vertices equal to the number of endmembers"). Since claim 1, satisfies the "transformation test"

in regards to the 35 U.S. C. 101 as being tied to transformation of an article; claim 1 and the 
corresponding dependent claims depending from claim 1 is deemed statutory. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 10-18 (to be re-numbered as 1-13) are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1,2,5, 6, 10-18, the most relevant prior art of record, Keshava with Sunshine 
combination, teaches processing the multispectral image data to obtain a multidimensional 
simplex having a number of vertices equal to the number of endmembers, the position of each 
vertex representing a spectrum of one of the endmembers, wherein the processing of the data 
includes: providing starting estimates of each endmember spectrum for each image data value; 
estimating mixing proportions for each data value from the estimates of the spectra of all of the 
endmembers; estimating the spectrum of each endmember from the estimates of the mixing 
proportions of the spectra of all the endmembers for each image data value (see Non-Final 
Rejection dated 1 1/25/08). 

Applicant's claimed invention distinguishes over the Keshava with Sunshine combination 
by repeating the estimation of the mixing proportions and the estimation of the spectrum of each 
endmember until a stopping condition is met, wherein the stopping condition occurs when a 
relative change in a regularized residual sum of squares determined in the estimation steps attains 
a threshold, wherein the regularized residual sum of squares comprises a sum of residual sum of 
squares and a measure of the simplex, the residual squares in reflective of a difference between 
the multispectral image data and a calculated value based on the estimated mixing proportions 
and estimated spectrum of each endmember. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
